TOO MANY In The Pacific 
DRUG STORES Pharmacist for June 
reference was made to the common 
complaint that there was a scarcity of 
drug clerks. Equally common is the 
complaint that there are too many drug 
stores. Is there any connection be- 
tween these two concurrent conditions? 
Dr. Oscar Oldberg, President of the 


American Pharmaceutical Association, 


is very decided in his opinion that these 
two evils are due to the same cause, 
and he is sustained in this view by the 
other members of the Committee on 
National and State Legislation, whose 
report was read at the last meeting of 
the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. As these men are well known 
pharmacists of influence in the com- 
munities in which they live, we give 
their names: Professor Eugene E. 
Eberle, Dallas, Texas, editor of the 
Southern Pharmaceutical Journal; 
Samuel L. Hilton, of Washington, D. 
C., the present chairman of this com- 
mittee; Frederick W. Meisner, Jr., of 
La Porte, Ind., member of the Council 
of the A. Ph. A., a prominent pharma- 
cist and active worker in the N. A. R. 
D.; and Albert M. Roehrig of the P. H. 
& M. H.. Service, Stapleton, Long 
Island, New York, a member of the 
Council of the A. Ph. A. | 
The report presented by this com- 
mittee was one of the ablest reviews 
of the state of pharmacy in this coun- 
try that has ever been written. It por- 
trays with almost brutal frankness the 
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A Remedy 


demoralized conditions of the drug 
trade, with the unequal qualifications 
demanded by the different state laws 
and boards of pharmacy; it deplores 
the resort to side lines and questionable 
methods of business to supplement the 
scanty resources of legitimate phar- 
macy, and generally admits all the evils 
that afflict the body pharmaceutic. 


But unlike most croak- 
ers who grumble at the 
unsatisfactoriness of existing condi- 
tions, who tell us that nothing can be 
done about it, and surrender them- 
selves with fatalistic submission to the 
inevitable, the report suggests a rem- 
edy. It proposes that a much higher 
grade of qualification be demanded of 
registered pharmacists than at present, 
that registered assistants be required 
to have about the qualifications now 
possessed. by registered pharmacists, 
and that registered apprentices have 
about the qualifications now demanded 
of assistants. It will be seen at once 
that this course would soon reduce the 
number of registered pharmacists and 
at the same time increase the number 
of assistants, while incidentally it 
would reduce the number of stores and 
increase the supply of clerks. 

But what would be the qualifications 
of registered pharmacists? In the first 
place they would be graduates of rec- 
ognized colleges of pharmacy that have 
an equipment of not less than $5,000.00 
worth of apparatus, pharmaceutical 
books and materials, and that require 
for admission the satisfactory comple- 
tion of not less than one year of high 
school work or its full equivalent, and 
that give not less than 500 hours in- 
struction in lectures and reviews and 
600 hours in laboratory work prior to 
graduation, such instruction being 
given exclusively in the day time. 
They must have spent eight years since 
leaving grammar school in obtaining 
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their education, i. e., high school, col- 
lege of pharmacy and drug store ex- 
perience. 


Qualification The report calls at- 
of Manager tention to the fact that 
and Clerk 


that the registered phar- 
macist or manager has far greater 
responsibilities, both moral and finan- 
cial than any of his clerks, no mat- 
ter how well qualified they may be. 
He is responsible for the quality of the 
drugs, chemicals, etc., which he buys 
and manufactures, and which he fur- 
nishes to his assistants to be used in 
the dispensing of prescriptions or for 
sale over the counter. By reason of 
this greater responsibility “his training 
and experience must bé correspond- 
ingly adequate, and the qualifications 
required of him must be higher than 
those of his assistants. His acts are 
his own; he is under no one else’s su- 
pervision or direction, and he has no 
one to advise him.” 
“The clerk,” on the other hand, says 
the report, “whether he be a registered 
pharmacist or registered assistant phar- 
macist, is responsible only for his own 
acts. He must use or dispense 
whatever materials may be furnished to 
him, and do his work with whatever 
tools and facilities may be at his dis- 
posal. He is an employee and 
agent, whatever his qualifications may 
be.” 
“Registered pharmacists hereafter 
licensed should therefore be graduates 


of reputable pharmaceutical schools. — 


This will in time elevate the character 
of the whole profession, increase the 
supply of clerks, and yet improve their 
condition, erable the druggist to live 
like other men without slaving in his 
store sixteen hours out of twenty-four, 
and will attract a better grade of ap- 
prentices.”’ 
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rN ogee While we like the tone 
the Boar 
Wort of the report and wel 


come the hopeful view of 


the future thus presented as a thing 


to be expected in due time and 
aimed at all the time, we are at a loss 
to see how the plan offered would be 
worked out. In what way would these 
superior qualifications of the registered 
pharmacist be determined? His gradu- 
ation from a good college would count 
for something, but that alone could not 


determine his fitness for the office of 


proprietor or manager of a pharmacy. 
Many others would be his equals in 
their scientific attainments, being also 
graduates of the best schools. Would 
the State Board examine him in book- 
keeping, store management, buying 
and storing stock, the oversight of 


clerks, the State and Federal laws af- 


fecting the sale of drugs and poisons 
and all other phases of drug store man- 


agement? Suppose a man should ap- 


ply to the State Board to be examined 
for licensure to conduct a pharmacy, 
and be found competent so far as chem- 
istry, botany, pharmacognosy, phar- 
macy, materia medica, bacteriology and 
toxicology were concerned; perfectly 
safe as to his knowledge. of the uses, 
doses, etc., of drugs and poisons, with 
many years of drug store experience, 
but unable to attain passing marks in 
store management, would he be denied 
a license? And how would the board 
arrive at an opinion as to his capabili- 
ties as a drug store manager? 


No Sudden 


Of course, any change 
Change 


such as here foretold must 
come very gradually. It is, how- 
ever, a Satisfaction to have the trying 
conditions of our craft frankly dis- 
cussed, and to have presented to us a 
possible remedy, one which pharma- 


cists will doubtless find some way of 


applying whenever they are sufficiently 
unanimous to undertake the task. 
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The report is quite lengthy, but of 
supreme moment to pharmacists, and 
we wish that every one would read it. 
Members of the A. Ph. A. have it in 
their volume of Proceedings for 1908. 
Others who wish to receive a copy 
can obtain one by writing to the editor 


of The Pacific Pharmacist or any mem- 


ber of the Association’s Committee on 
Membership. The points above referred 
to are only a small part of the topics 
discussed. It deals among other topics 
with the sale of poisons, dispensing by 
physicians, the ownership of prescrip- 
tions, unfit drug stores, exemption of 
patent medicines from the operation of 
pharmacy laws, the propaganda move- 
ment, the mischief done by some phar- 
macy laws, qualifications of appren- 
tices, preliminary education, State 
Board examinations, qualifications of 
members of boards of pharmacy, etc. 


LOCAL BRANCHES 


American Phar- 
maceutical Association extends is so 
vast that it is not possible for many 
of the members to attend the annual 
meetings. A journey of from 1,000 to 
3,500 miles costs more in money and 
time than most of the members can 
afford as a yearly outlay. This difh- 
culty has led to the formation of Local 
Branches in most of the large centers 
of population, such as Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, New York, Chicago, New 
Orleans, etc. These branches hold fre- 
quent meetings, mostly monthly, for 
about eight months in the year. In 
this way the members in these various 
localities reap the largest possible 
benefit from their membership, and the 
Association gains by the stimulus 
given to its work, and by a consider- 
able increase in membership: The 
cost of operating these branches is 
trifling—about a dollar a year to each 


organization. 


The territory 
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member in addition to the dues to the 
parent Association. 


The Pacific Coast is 
farther away than any 
other locality from the 
places where the A. Ph. A. gen- 
erally meets, and therefore shares 
least in the beneficial work of that 
A few spirits west of 
the Sierras keep in close touch with its 
work, and a goodly number besides . 
cherish a warm interest in it and sup- 
port it financially by their membership 
dues. While these receive a handsome 
equivalent in the volume of the Pro- 
ceedings with its invaluable Report on 
the Progress of Pharmacy, they do not 
enjoy that uplift that comes of per- 
sonal contact*with their fellow phar- 
macists. “Iron sharpeneth iron; so a 
man sharpeneth the countenance of his 
friend,’ and this sharpening of one’s 
wits by rubbing against others in the 
comparing of notes on matters of sci- 
entific or operative pharmacy is of such 
ereat value that those who have once 
enjoyed it seldom miss another oppor- 
tunity of participating in it. 


Do We Want 
a Branch 
or Branches? 


Impressed with this feeling, some of 
the more active members of the 
A. Ph. A. in Eastern centers have 
formed local branches in their respec- 
tive localities. These have been 
chiefly in cities, but there are also the 
New England Branch and the North- 
western Branch covering larger areas. 


These persons, so far as we have met 


them, are enthusiastic over the success 
of this movement. The interest up to 
date seems to increase rather than dim- 
inish, and several of the members of 
these Branches strongly urge the for- 
mation of some branch or branches on 
the Pacific Coast. 


In conferring with persons who 
would be likely to sustain such a move- 
ment if made, we have found some 
differences of opinion. This, however, 
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is largely in regard to the form such 
an effort should take. Ata preliminary 
meeting held a few days since in this. 
city three views were presented: 


1. That the State Association ought 

to do this work—the members 
in their respective cities holding 
meetings at short intervals for 
scientific culture. 


2. That a Western Branch should 


be established to include the 


ground now covered by the Pa- 
cific Coast Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, viz., from British Colum- 
bia to Mexico and the Pacific 
Ocean to the Rocky Mountains. 


3. That two or more Local Branches 
should be established at once, one 


for Los Angeles and vicinity and 


another for San Francisco and 


the Bay Counties, to be followed | 


as quickly as circumstances al- 
lowed, by branches at Portland 
and Seattle. 


Inasmuch as the California Pharma- 


ceutical. Association is young and 
needs united effort to strengthen and 


enlarge it, it was thought best to 
postpone action until the State meet- 
ing at Los Angeles, and in the mean- 
time to concentrate endeavors on the 
State Association. 


The establishment of local Branches. 


does not involve the forming of new 
organizations. It simply means th 
those who are already members of the 
‘A. Ph. A. are to get together and do 
something in the way of scientific cul- 
ture and research. Their proceedings 
are published each month in the Asso- 
ciation’s Bulletin, and the value of the 
work now being done in that way is 
very great.

HAS BRITISH 


One phase of the 


MACK new Poisons and 
WARD STEP? Pharmacy Act 


which has just be- 


come law in the United Kingdom is 
rather disquieting to the older men, 
who have been looking forward to the 
time when the title of “Pharmacist” or 
‘Pharmaceutical Chemist” would se- 
cure a recognition to its possessor as a 
professional man. Under the old law, 
no one could claim to be a Pharmaceu- 
tical Chemist but those who had passed 
the “Major” Examination of the Phar- 


maceutical Society, those who passed 


the “Minor” being known as “Chemists 


and Druggists,” and entitled to every 
privilege enjoyed by the “Major,” ex- 
cept that of using the coveted name. 
Of late years, however, the number of 


Major men has: steadily decreased, 
while the Minors steadily increased. 


The new act just passed practically 
wipes away all distinction in the eyes 
of the law, and it is almost certain that 


there will be fewer than ever to devote 


the time, money and effort necessary to 
pass the Major examination, seeing 
that the only benefit to be gained is 
the greater proficiency in pharmaceu- 
tical science, especially chemistry. 

For many years, none but Major men 
—‘‘Pharmaceutical Chemists’—could 
be members of the Council of the Phar- 
maceutical Society. In 1868 provision 
was made for the admission of a small 
minority, not exceeding seven, “Chem- 
ists and Druggists’” to become mem- 
bers of that august body. Now there 
is no limit, and, as our esteemed con- 
temporary, the Chemist and Druggist, 
points out, the President and Vice- 
President of the Society are both 
Minor men. 


Bachelor Now this does look like 
and Master 4 backward step. Ifa man 
should obtain a bachelor’s degree in an 
American college, and then devote an- 
other year to advanced studies in 
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continuation of his former work and 
be told that the Master’s degree was 
no longer given, he would feel ag- 
grieved. And this is a somewhat 
similar case. In order to pass the 
Major, a man must devote a year’s 


additional study, six months of which 


is devoted to the higher branches 
of chemistry. It is true he will receive, 
if he passes the very rigid examination, 
the title of Pharmaceutical Chemist, 
but that carries with it no distinction, 
save that a small circle of men know its 
value as a certificate ot high scientific 
attainment. 


Advance in Minor 
Qualifications 


Yet it is pointed 
out—and herein is 
the only comfort in the situation—that 
the Minor men are good practical phar- 
macists, and that their examinations 
are aS severe as were those of the 
Major forty years ago, while the pre- 
liminary education demanded of them 
is distinctly higher than it was in those 
days. But there is not so much con- 
solation in this fact as there would be 
if it was not true that just as great 
advances have been made in the last 
forty years in the matter of prelimin- 
ary and scientific education in all 
other professions, and none of them 


so far as we know have withdrawn 
recognition from men having the 


higher attainments or relegated them 
to the level of the men with the lower. 
We fail to see that this new law has 
done anything to promote pharma- 
ceutical education. On the contrary, 
it distinctly discourages the ambition 
to rise above mediocrity, and in this 
way its effects will be bad. 

A Comparison ff we look at what 
has been going on in 
the profession of medicine we may 
see an object lesson. During the 
last forty years (in this country at 
least) the preliminary education for 
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the study of medicine has been raised 
from the grammar school or a little 
beyond that, to high school or college 
eraduation—all the way from three to 
eight years more than it was. The col- 
lege curriculum has been enormously 
extended, so that in our best medical 
schools the graduates are men of cul- 
ture and marked attainment. During 
the same forty years, what has been 
accomplished in the way of scientific 
medicine and surgery? The discoveries 
of these last forty years may fairly be 
said to surpass all that had been dis- 
covered in the centuries before, if we 
except vaccination and the circulation 
of the blood. Marvelous discoveries 


somehow are made concurrently with 


extraordinary advances in education. 
We do not say that these discoveries 
are all due to the growth of medical 
education, but we do believe they 
would not have taken place to near 
the same degree without it. 

Then why discourage men from aim-. 
‘ing at the highest in

WHY SHOULD I GO TO THE LOS 
ANGELES MEETING? 


The approaching consecutive meet- 
ings of the California and American 
Pharmaceutical Associations will be 
events of no ordinary importance to 
the druggists of California. The State 
Association has never had so large a 
membership as at the present time, 
the number being nearly 50 per cent 
greater than the old Pharmaceutical 
Society ever had. Before the meeting 
at Los Angeles adjourns, there will 
probably be 500 names on the member- 
ship roll. What does this mean? 

I. It means that if it should become 
necessary for the druggists of the State 
to unite in any concerted action for 
defense against a common foe, they 
are a body strong enough to make their 
power felt. Many druggists allow 
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themselves to be so tied down to their 
little seven-by-nine business that they 


cannot see what is going on around 


them, and so become an easy prey in 
the hands of aggressive foes. Only by 
combination can such dangers be suc- 
cessfully overcome, and our member- 


ship now gives us a power we never 


had before. Druggists should realize 
this. 


2. It means that 500 men, repre- 


senting practically 500 business estab- 
lishments, some great, some small, 


with the intelligence and experience 


that their position involves, are sink- 
ing their differences as competitors in 
their respective neighborhoods and 
are taking a larger view of their busi- 
ness interests, and seeking to promote 
the advancement of the entire pharma- 
ceutical craft. An illustration of this 
Spirit is seen in the work done in most 


of the larger towns and cities in what 


is known as the Propaganda Move- 
ment, a movement that is doing a 
double good—first in inducing pharma- 
cists to take greater pains to produce 
elegant and standard U.S. P. and N. F. 
preparations, and then to get physi- 


cians to prescribe them. The effort to. 


bring about this result is bound to 
produce a more cordial relation be- 
tween physicians and pharmacists, the 
former doing less unethical prescrib- 
ing and the latter practically eschewing 
prescribing altogether. Work of this 
kind can only be effective by concerted 
action, and Association influences pre- 
pare the way to it. This is but an il- 
lustration of the benefit of friendly 
cooperation. 


3. Butthisisnotall. The druggists 
of California who go to their State as- 
sociation will have the rare treat of 


meeting many of the men who are lead- 


ers in pharmaceutical affairs. ‘There 
will be the men who do the heavy scien- 
tific work, who will have a little heaven 
of their own in what is known as the 


Scientific Section. There will be the 


‘men who descant on Practical Phar- 


macy and Dispensing. There will be 
a little heaven for another set of men. 
Then for men of affairs will be a third 
heaven in the Section of Commercial 
Interests, where everything in the way 
of business in connection with drugs 
and druggists’ side lines will be dis- 
cussed. And still another heaven will 
be set apart for the teachers and law- 
makers, who will tell us all about phar- 
maceutical education and legislation, 
and this heaven will have two side 
doors that open into the Conference of 
Pharmaceutical Faculties and the Con- 
ference of Boards of Pharmacy. 

Each of these heavens will be pre- 
sided over by an expert in the line over 
which he presides, and there will be 
much interesting and profitable discus- 
sion after the papers have been read.

AN OUTLINE FOR THE ANALYSIS 
OF URINE 


By Fred West 


It is the aim of the author of this 
paper to present to fellow-pharmacists 
the best and most convenient tests and 


methods found in books and periodicals | 


dealing with the analysis of urine. 
No claim for originality is made; in 
fact, the author feels rather apologetic 
for attempting to enter upon so well 
written a subject. 

In the majority of works upon the 
analysis of urine, several tests are de- 
scribed and given for each substance 
tested for, and a beginner is at a loss 


to know which one to follow. It is for | 


this reason that the following outline 
is presented. | 

The tests recommended herein have 
been “tried out” in the analysis of over 
a thousand specimens of abnormal 
urine. 

The apparatus required in the analy- 
sis of urine occupies very little space, 
and the use of it very little time; its 
cost is not great, and the reports are a 
source of revenue; in fact, the actual 
cost of a score of analyses is more than 
compensated by pleasing one physician 
with but one report. - 

In these commercial times anything 
tending to render pharmacy more sci- 
entific should be welcomed. Although 
apparently a trivial matter, the analysis 
of urine is a great help in this direc- 
tion. The mental impression upon a 
man in handing him a filled prescrip- 
tion is almost naught. The man real- 
izes that he is in a pharmacy, the 
proper place to go to for medicine, and 
regards the transaction as common- 
place, commercial and of no more im- 
port than buying a shirt. But when he 
presents a specimen of urine for ex- 


amination he realizes that knowledge 


beyond that of the ordinary pharma- 
cist is required in its analysis, and his 
respect is consequently greater. | 

The analysis of urine is more of a 
diversion than a task, and a few analy- 
ses help to relieve the tedium of the 
“daily grind.” 

Some there are who will not agree 


that an analysis is a diversion. Of 


course, these are the chaps who kick 
because the doctor called for Blaud’s 
pills or Basham’s mixture made fresh, 
two of the prettiest products that phar- 
macists are called upon to make. To 
proceed : 

A number of wide-mouthed white 
glass bottles of about half a liter capa- 
city should always be kept on hand. 


These after use should be washed well | 


and dried by draining. Soap and hot 
water. are good cleansing agents. 
Paper caps may be fitted over the bot- 
tle mouths to keep out dust and in- 
sects, and held in place by elastic 
bands. The working table should be 
before a window giving a good light, 
and all the apparatus and reagents kept 
on it. 

As soon as a specimen of urine is re- 
ceived it should be shaken well and 
poured into one of the clean, wide- 
mouthed bottles, placed on the work- 
ing table and left undisturbed for one 
hour. This allows any sediment pres- 
ent to fall. 

The best results in testing are ob- 
tained by examining urine about three 
hours after it is voided. After that 
time chemical and bacterial changes 
commence, which alter the transpar- 
ency and reaction of the specimen. 

A quarter inch layer of chloroform in 
the bottom of the container will pre- 
serve a urine overnight very nicely, 
but it must never be used in saccharine 
urines; instead, a crystal of thymol 
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answers well. In using any chemical 
as a preservative, its possible reactions 
with the urine and reagents must be 
considered. 

- It is well to sterilize the hands care- 
fully after handling urine, as there is 
a great possibility of infection, ‘espe- 
cially in typhoid and scarlet fevers. 


Lysol or creolin are both good for the 


purpose. 
The Analysis 

Commence by observing— 

Sediment 

Reported according to its appearance 
in the bottle after standing at least one 
hour. The following terms are used 
to describe the deposit: “Light, heavy, 
pulverulent, granular, crystalline and 
adhesive,’ joined with their apparent 
color, as “white, gray, pink, brick-dust 
and red.” For chemical tests each sub- 
stance liable to be deposited is treated 
under its own heading. Vide chapters 
on phosphates, urates, uric acid, blood 
and pus. 

The best results in the examination 


of sediments are obtained by the use of 


a microscope. Unfortunately this in- 

strument is not found in many pharma- 

cies, therefore the morphology of sedi- 

ments is not described in this paper. 
Color 


The simpler the color scale adopted 
the less confusion results to those try- 
ing to comprehend it. In using a noun 
to denote a color and an adjective for 
the shade or variation of color, we can 
simplify matters greatly. The colors 
of normal urine are water white, yel- 
low, and brown, forming a first-rate 
base for a comprehensive color scale. 

Among the abnormal colors of urine 
we find: 

“Milky,” as in pyuria and phospha- 
turia. 

“Smoky,” from phenol and its deriva- 
tives. 

“Greenish yellow,” as in jaundice. 


“Blue,” or “green,” from methylene 
blue medication. 
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“Red,” from medication with senna, 
rhubarb, etc. 

“Bloody,” or later, “chocolate,” from 
presence of blood. 

There are other colors, but rarer, and 
as their mere presence would call forth 
reference to larger works, they are 


‘ omitted here. These colors are charac- 


teristic and very evident. 

It is with the browns and yellows 
that confusion arises. 

“Water White” 

The term is self-explanatory, but 
should such a specimen be slightly 
clouded, one is lable to err and call it 
pale yellow. It must have distinct yel- 


low pigmentation to be so marked. 
| “Yellow” 
This term embraces all the shades, 


from the palest to the deep, approach- 


ing a brown. It may be varied with 
“pale, bright, and deep.” 

“Brown” | 
_ There is a variety of browns, but th 
variations “light, reddish, and dark” 


_ are sufficient unless we encounter a 


“chocolate,” due to blood coloring 
matters. . 

Transparency 

Observed by placing either a good- 
sized test tube or the urinometer cylin- 
der, filled with urine, between one’s 
eyes and the window. Reported in the 
following terms: 

“Clear,” transparent and free from 
cloud or turbidity. 

“Cloudy,” varied by “slight cloudi- 
ness” or “very cloudy.” 

“Opaque,” of any color, as “milky” 
or “bloody,” but opaque. 

“Hazy,” used to describe a uniform 
slight cloudiness in urine, such as that 
caused by bacterial growth. Neither 
heating nor filtering will remove this 
cloudiness. 


: Having proceeded thus far with the 
analysis, in order to save time, adjust a 
white filter to a funnel and filter part 
of the sample into a beaker. During fil- 
tration the reaction and specific gravity 
of the other portion may be determined. 
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Reaction 

Most conveniently determined -by 
means of litmus papers, in strips, red 
and blue. The papers must not be old 
and must be kept in well-corked vials. 
To use, a piece of each color of paper 
must be dipped, as occasionally we 
encounter an amphoteric urine, react- 
ing with both papers, or a neutral one, 
reacting with neither. 

| ‘Specific Gravity 

Most conveniently determined by 
means of a urinometer, an instrument 
of two parts, a cylinder of glass and a 
float with a long graduated stem. The 
type designed by Dr. Squibb is best. 
The inside walls of the cylinder are 
fluted, overcoming adhesion with the 
float and reducing the capacity of the 
cylinder. In using this instrument 


both parts must be dry and clean. The 


cylinder is to be half filled with urine, 
the float placed in, giving it a slight 
twirl between the fingers and then the 
cylinder filled “more than full” so that 
the urine curves above the level of the 
brim. 

After making sure that no bubbles 
are present, or removing any present 
with a strip of filter paper, the degrees 
indicated on the graduated stem are 
read by “sighting” on a level with the 
surface of the urine. This will be 
slightly lower than the line of urine 
on the stem of the float. The specific 
gravity of ndrmal urine ranges from 
1.015 to 1.025. When the specific grav- 
ity is high (above 1.025), we usually 
suspect sugar present, when low, we 
‘suspect albumin. 

When a report upon urea is desired, 
it is well to start it as soon as the 
specific gravity has been determined, 
as it is a lengthy process. 

Urea 

The estimation of the amount of 
urea excreted is most conveniently ac- 
complished by means of the Doremus 
ureameter, using Rice’s solutions as the 
reagent. The principle of the method 


is that when urea is brought into con- 


tact with sodium hypobromite it is de- 


composed into nitrogen, carbon dioxide 


and water. The nitrogen set free dis- 


places the reagent while the carbon di- 
oxide combines with the alkali present. 
The upright stem of the ureameter is 
eraduated, and the amount of nitrogen 
set free thus measured. 

The test: Fill-the ureameter with 


reagent, inverting to release any air 
bubbles present. 


Fill the pipette which accompanies 


the ureameter to the mark (I. c.c.) with 
the urine under examination, dry out- 
side carefully and introduce the curved 
tip as far into the neck of the ureameter 
as possible. Deliver the urine by gently 
squeezing the nipple of the pipette, 
avoiding entrance of air. Allow ap- 
paratus to stand until reaction has 


ceased, when the level of the liquid is 
observed on the graduated stem. The 
main graduations are 0.01, 0.02, and 


0.03; 0.02 is also marked “N,” meaning 
normal. Each of the smaller divisions 
represents one milligramme of urea. 
By multiplying the result by 100 we 
obtain the percentage of urea present in 
the sample tested. The determination 
of urea excretion must be made with a 
24-hour sample. 

Precautions: The urine under ex- 
amination must be free from sugar and 


albumin. Formula for Rice’s solutions : 
Solution “A” 


Sodium hydroxid....... ... 100 gm 

Solution “B” 
Distilled water .......... . 80 gm. 
Mix. 


To use: Mix 5 c.c. of solution “A,” 
and 5 c.c. of solution “B” with Io c.c. 
of water. The bulbs of ureameters are 
not all of the same capacity; should 
20 c.c. of the reagent be insufficient to 
fill the bulb, the quantities of the solu- 
tions and water may be increased pro- 
portionately. | 

Albumin 

(Serum albumin.) Precipitated by 
heat, nitric acid and other reagents. 

Qualitative: The test (Heller’s or 
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the cold nitric acid test): Use a one- 
ounce conic urine glass. 
glass 15 c.c. of filtered urine. Filla 5 
c.c. delivery pipette to the mark with 
C. P. nitric acid. Plunge pipette 
through urine to the very apex of the 
glass. Gently deliver the acid by 
slightly raising the forefinger. Close 
end of pipette with finger and with- 
draw it. The acid will have displaced 
the urine without mixing and the line 
of contact of the two fluids will be very 
sharp. The presence of albumin, even 
in very small amounts is neatly re- 
vealed by the presence of a white band 
in the zone of contact. 


In highly colored urines‘there will be 
a brown band, increasing in intensity 
upon standing. This band is caused 
by the coloring matters of the urine, 
liberated by the acid. Sometimes the 
color is of sufficient intensity to color 


the band of albumin or obscure it com-_ 


pletely. 


The presence of urates causes a 
cloudy band, but it is above the line of 
contact and disappears upon heating. 
The urate band is of no import and can 
be avoided by diluting the urine with 
three times its volume of water before 
adding the acid. 


Urines highly charged with urea 


precipitate a white band of nitrate of 
urea crystals in the zone of contact, in- 


creasing in bulk upon standing and 
often obscuring the field. Like the 
urate band, these crystals are also solu- 
ble by heat and can be avoided by the 
same dilution before testing. 


Urines containing an excess of ‘bile 
pigments react with nitric acid simi- 
larly to albumin, but the precipitate is 
soluble in alcohol. 


A knowledge of medication of pa- 
tient from whom urine was obtained is 
necessary, as resins, balsams, and aro- 
matic oils impart to urine the property 
of reacting with nitric acid somewhat 
similar to albumin. However, the 


“resin ring,’ as the band formed is 


Place in the

called, is soluble in alcohol, while that 
of albumin is not. 

In the above method of performing 
Heller’s test, if one uses the same ap- 
paratus and the same quantities of re- 
agents in the daily examination of a 
24-hour specimen of urine, an approxi- 
mate idea of the increase or decrease 
in the amount of albumin present can 
be quickly determined. 

In observing the albumin band, if the 
glass be placed before a black back- 
ground the band appears more clearly. 
Black paper from photo films answers 
very nicely. 

Quantitative (Esbach’s Method) 

In the absence of a centrifuge, this 
method is the most satisfactory. 

Required—An albuminometer, a grad- 
uated glass tube with a rubber stopper. 
Graven on the tube is a heavy line 
marked “U,”’ to which we add urine, 
and another heavy line marked “R,” 


to which we add reagent. The reagent: 


ke 


After adding the urine and reagent to 
the tube the stopper is inserted and the 
fluids mixed by inverting the tube three 
times. The tube is then set aside and al- 
lowed to remain upright for 24 hours, 
when the per cent of albumin may be 
read off by observing the line on a level 
with the top of the precipitate. 

The longer lines, those with the num- 
erals opposite are the units, each repre- 
senting 0.1 per cent or one part in a 
thousand. The smaller lines are tenth. 
units, 

Should the precipitate stand higher 
than the uppermost unit the urine must 
be diluted, the operation repeated and the 
result modified by multiplying. 

The form of albuminometer provided 
with a foot is more convenient than the 
plain tube variety. _ 

Sugar (Glucose) 

The copper solutions are the ones most 
commonly employed for detecting the 
presence of sugar in urine. 
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It is both fitting and convenient that 
‘we have an official reagent for this pur- 
pose. For qualitative work Fehling’s 
solution is best. Its formula is found in 
the U. S. Pharmacopoeia as “alkaline 
cupric tartrate volumetric solution.” 

The test: 

In a test tube mix I cc. of each of the 
reagent solutions and 4 cc. of water. 
Boil for a few seconds. If no reduction 


of the copper takes place add urine drop 


by drop, heating occasionally but not 
boiling, until almost an equal volume of 
urine has been added, then allow tube to 


cool. The presence of sugar is demon- 


strated by the appearance of a colored 
precipitate, the color ranging from a 
bright yellow to orange. The reagent 
should be made up in small quantities 


and should never be used without first . 


boiling the mixed diluted solutions. 
Precautions 

The presence of albumin interferes. 
It should be removed by boiling and 
filtering the urine. Prolonged boiling 
of the reagent must be avoided. When 
the percentage of sugar is small the 
precipitate sometimes fails to appear 
until after the tube cools. The test 
tubes used should be narrow so as to 
expose but a small surface of re- 
agent to the reducing action of the 
atmosphere. The absence of chem- 
ical preservatives must be assured. 
Urates, uric acid, indican and sev- 
eral aromatic bodies found in urine 
reduce copper solutions. The in- 
gestion of chloral causes the urine to 
reduce copper solutions. Phosphates 
in excess produce a gray or greenish 
precipitate not to be confounded with 
that of copper oxide. Color changes 
may occur but they do not constitute 
a reaction. 

Sugar, Quantitative (Purdy’s Method) 

The classical test for sugar is with- 
out doubt that of Fehling, but the end 
reaction is not sharp enough for work 
on urine. Formula for Purdy’s solu- 
tion:

Copper sulphate, c. p... 4.752 gm. 
Potass hydroxid, c. p.... 23.5 gm. 
Stronger ammon. water, 

Distilled water. 


Dissolve the copper salt in 200 cc. 
of warm water and to it add the gly- 
cerin. Dissolve the potassa in 200 cc. 
of water. Mix the two solutions and 


‘allaw to cool. Add the ammonia water. 


Add water enough to bring the volume 
up to one liter. 

The analysis: 

In a narrow necked flask of about 
250 cc. capacity place 100 cc. of water 
and 35 cc. of the solution. Place flask, 
protected by wire gauze, on a ring 
stand over a Bunsen burner and bring 
to a boil. Adjust a thin rubber tube to 
a 25cc. burette, so that the burette can 
be clamped on the side of the ring 
stand away from the heat of the Bun- 
sen burner. A tube g inches long is 
about right. Adjust burette to ring 
stand and fill it with the urine. As 
soon as the liquid in the flask boils re- 
duce the flame under it until it boils 
very softly. Run in the urine from the 
burette drop by drop, agitating the 


flask occasionally, then more slowly 


until the blue color of the solution is 
just discharged. This discharge of color 


is the end reaction. As the solution 


cools the blue color returns. Purdy’s 
solution is of such strength that 35 cc. 
are equal to 20 milligrammes of glu- 
cose. To interpret: The amount of 
urine used to decolorize the 35 cc. of 
reagent contains 20 mg. of glucose. 
From this can be determined the per 


cent of sugar present and in 24 hour 


specimens the daily amount excreted. 
Urines containing more than 0.5 per 
cent sugar should be diluted with two 


volumes of water before titrating and: 


the result divided by three. 
Urates 
Present in urines, usually acid, as 
the urates of sodium, potassium, cal- 
cium, magnesium and ammonium. 
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These salts are soluble in urine at 
body temperature but may separate 
out as the urine cools. ‘They are some- 
times found adhering to the sides of a 
urine container as a white or pinkish 


film. 
Test : 
A urine clouded by urates clears 


upon being heated. 

This acid appears as a reddish gran- 
ular deposit resembling cayenne pep- 
per. It seldom appears free in fresh 
normal urine. If some of the granules 
be examined under a good hand lens 
they will present a crystalline struc- 


ture. 
Test (Murexide Test) 
A few of the crystals are placed upon 


a white porcelain surface, (a butter slip 


answers well), and a drop of nitric acid 
added. Crush the crystals with a glass 
rod and stir. Gently evaporate the acid 
by heating the porcelain, a yellowish 
Remove stopper 
from a bottle of stronger ammonia 
water. Invert porcelain over the am- 
monia bottle so that the fumes will 
reach the deposit. If uric acid is pres- 
ent a pretty purple color will develop 
and upon adding a drop of sodium hy- 
droxid solution a deep blue color forms, 
disappearing when warmed. 
Chlorides 

The chlorides of sodium, potassium 
and ammonium, chiefly sodium. As 
usual with chlorides, those of the urine 
are tested for with silver nitrate. As 


phosphates are also precipitated by 


this reagent, in testing, the urine must 
first be acidulated with nitric acid to 


hold them m solution. 
The Test (Approximate for Quantity) 
Sixty grains of silver nitrate dis- 


solved in one fluid ounce of distilled 
water is the reagent. With a urine 
normal in chlorides one drop of the re- 
agent added to the urine in a test tube 
produces a dense lumpy precipitate. 
As the chlorides are diminished the 
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bulk of the precipitate is decreased, be- 
coming less lumpy, then merely milky, 
next faintly clouded, and finally to- 
tally absent. 

Precaution—If albumin be present 
the urine must first be boiled and 


filtered. 
Phosphates (Alkaline and Earthy) 
The alkaline phosphates are of so- 


dium and potassium, sodium predomi- 
nating. They are soluble in water and 
alkalies. The earthy phosphates are of 
calcium and magnesium, calcium pre- 
dominating. They are insoluble in 
water but soluble in acids. 

In testing, if a urine becomes cloudy 
upon heating and clears again upon the 
addition of a few drops of acetic acid, 
earthy phosphates are present. The 
test offers no gauge of the amount, 
however, and is practically valueless. 
The clouding referred to should be 
borne in mind when testing for albu- 
min by means of heat. 

Alkaline phosphates are always in 
solution. Test—Precipitate the earthy 
phosphates from specimen by boiling 
and filter them out. 


To 10 cc. of the filtrate add 3 cc. of 
magnesian fluid. A white precipitate 
results. If the fluid remains milky 
throughout, the phosphates are normal 
in amount; if creamy, they are in- 
creased; and if the turbidity be but 
slight, they are decreased. Magnesian 
fluid—Ammonia water, magnesium sul- 
phate and ammonium chloride, of each 
I part, added to 8 parts of distilled 


water. 
Sulphates 
The sulphates of sodium and potas- 


sium. The reagent is sixty grains of 
barium chloride dissolved in 1 fluid- 
ounce of distilled water. 


Test—To a test tube two-thirds full 
of urine which has been acidulated with 
hydrochloric acid, add enough of the 
reagent to fill the tube. Sulphates in 
normal amount produce a milky cloudi- 
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ness, an excess renders the liquid 
creamy white, while a decrease pro- 
duces merely a slight cloudiness. 
Oxalates 
The microscope affords the only con- 
‘venient means of recognizing oxalates. 
‘Chemical tests are lengthy and the re- 


sults of no importance. 
Acetone 


Acetone is found in the urine of ad-— 
‘vanced or grave cases of diabetes. Un-. 
‘less the urine responds to the test for 


‘sugar the acetone test may be omitted. 
Test (Legals’ Test) 
To 5 cc. of filtered urine in a test tube 


‘add 5 drops of a strong freshly pre- 
‘pared solution of sodium nitroprusside. 
Add to drops of ammonia water and 
invert tube once to mix. Gently un- 
-derlay the mixture with 5 cc. of acetic 


acid U. S. P., by means of a delivery — 
The presence of acetone is 


‘pipette. 
indicated by the formation of a red 
band in the zone of contact of the two 


layers, the color gradually diffusing 


upward upon standing and then slowly 
becoming purplish. Precautions—Be- 
‘ware of chemical preservatives, or the 
urine from patients who have been 
anaesthetized. 


Indican (Prof. Porter’s Test) 
In a test tube mix 5 c.c. each of fil- 


tered urine and hydrochloric acid. Add. 


3 drops of a 1:200 solution of potassium 
permanganate and shake lightly. Next 
add 10 drops of chloroform and again 
shake lightly. Now add one drop of 
the permanganate solution and 30 
drops of chloroform and again shake. 
Allow tube to stand until the chloro- 
form separates. If indican be present 
the chloroform will have assumed a 
blue color. The depth of color varies 
with the amount of indican present, 
from a sky-blue, to a very deep one, 
or in aggravated cases of intestinal put- 


refaction a green color approaching 
black. 


Precaution—Medication with iodide 
of potash causes urine to react some- 
what similar to above test. 


pus unaffected. 


Blood 
Urines containing blood usually lack 


transparency. ‘They react to tests for 
albumin. When the blood is in suff- 


cient quantity and recent, the urine as- 


sumes the characteristic color. Oxi- 
dized blood causes the urine to appear 
chocolate colored. 


Test (Guaiac Test Modified) 7 
Mix in a test tube 5 c.c. of solution 


of hydrogen peroxide and 5 c.c. of a 


tincture, freshly prepared by dissolving 
I gramme of resin guaiac in 100 c.c. of 
alcohol. Underlay this mixture with 
5 c.c. of the urine under examination 


by means of a delivery pipette. If 


blood be present in appreciable quan- 
tity there forms in the zone of contact, 


a blue band. Pus gives a similar re- 


action but the blue band disappears 

upon heating the mixture, while in the 

case of blood it remains unaffected. 
Pus 

Pus in urine settles very rapidly and 
appears in the container as a creamy 
white or slightly greenish deposit, 
very adhesive. The supernatant fluid 
may be poured off leaving the layer of 
When mixed with 
blood, as is often the case the sediment 
is tinged with red. 

Test 

Allow sediment to settle, pour off 
the fluid portion and add to sediment 
liquor potassz, drop by drop. 

If the deposit is pus it forms into a 
slippery gelatinous mass capable of be- 
ing poured from the bottle ina lump. | 

Bile 

In urines containing a considerable 

quantity of bile, as in jaundice, the

foam produced upon shaking the urine 


is tinged greenish yellow. The same 

color may be observed on the filter 
after filtering such a urine. 
Test 

Excess of bile in urine produces a 

green ring in the zone of contact when 

performing Heller’s test for albumin. 

If the nitric acid used be fortified with 


a little nitrous acid the reaction will be.

Novocain or Ethocaine 


Is reported by Dr. C. N. Le Brocgq, 
in the British Medical Journal, to be 
the most satisfactory substitute for co- 
caine as a local anesthetic, its anzs- 
thetic action being described as equal 
to that of cocaine, while its toxicity 
and general destructive power on the 
tissues are very much less. As com- 
pared with tropacocaine, the author 
says: If novocain and tropacocaine 
be first compared, their toxicity and an- 
esthetic properties are, roughly, equal ; 
but the irritant action of tropacocaine 
is far greater than that of novocain; 
in other respects their actions are simi- 
lar; therefore novocain is a more suit- 
able drug than tropacocaine. 

- I come to the conclusion, therefore, 
that of the drugs which have been in- 
vestigated (strovaine, beta-eucaine lac- 
tate, tropacocaine and novocain), novo- 
cain is most satisfactory for general 
use. Its anzsthetic action is equal to 
that of cocaine, and its toxicity and 
general destructive power on the tis- 
sues are very much less.

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USE OF SODIUM BENZOATE 


According to a recent Federal de- 
cision (F. I. D. 104) there is no limit 
placed upon the amount of benzoate of 
soda which may be added to food stuffs 
as a preservative, provided the amount 
is clearly stated on the label. ‘This is 


in many respects a regrettable decision. 


Had the maximum amount formerly 
admitted been reinstated (one-tenth of 
one per cent), it would have simpli- 
fied matters very much and would 


avoid the interstate difficulties which 


will in all probability arise as the re- 
sult of the differences in the State laws 
regarding the use of this very popu- 
lar preservative. Some States, as IIli- 
nois, do not permit more than one- 
tenth per cent. Manufacturers must 
therefore be careful not to use this 
preservative in food articles in quan- 


tities conflicting with the several State 


laws, provided said article of manu- 
facture is intended for interstate com- 
merce. 


SOJA BEANS AND SOJA BEAN OIL 

English manufacturers use soja bean 
oil very extensively in the manufac- 
ture of soap. American soapmakers 
are beginning to recognize its value 
and possibilities in that direction. The 


beans (Soja hispida) as well as the oil 


are beginning to be imported from 
China in considerable quantity. 

There are several varieties of the 
bean, varying considerably in color, 
but similar as to form (nearly spherical 
or globose). They are almost entirely 
devoid of starch, but very rich in oil. 
The beans are valued by the Chinese 
as an article of diet, and the soja sauce 
(a fermented product) is a much used 
relish on the Pacific Coast.

New Mortars and Pestles should not 
be-used in compounding medicines un- 
til after they are properly treated. 


When they come out of the factory 


they are rough inside and might con- 
tain some soluble alkali on the sur- 
face. New mortars and pestles should 
be allowed to stand filled with a dilute 
acid for at least one hour; after this 
the mortar should be filled with water 
and triturated until both inside of the 
mortar and the pestle are smooth. 


REAGENT FOR ALDEHYDES 
Two solutiofis are prepared, one of 


20 grains mercuric chloride in sufficient 
water to make a litre, a second of 100 
grams sodium sulphite and 80 grams 
sodium hydroxide in the litre. The so- 
lutions are kept separately. When they 
are to be used, equal volumes of the 
solutions are mixed, the alkaline solu- 
tion being added quickly to the mer- 
curic chloride solution with constant 
agitation. The resulting clear, color- 
less liquid is a sensitive reagent for 
aldehydes, especially formaldehyde. 
On adding 0.2 mg. of formaldehyde to 
10 c. c. of the reagent, a turbidity re- 
sults in a few seconds; even 0.05 mg. 
causes a distinct reaction after one or 
two minutes. Larger quantities of for- 
maldehyde cause an _ instantaneous 
precipitation of metallic mercury. The 
reaction can be used for quantitative de- 
terminations. One molecule of formal- 
dehyde reduces one molecule of mer- 
curic chloride, i. e., 200 mg. of mercury 
correspond to 30 mg. of formaldehyde. 
The precipitated mercury is placed in 
an Allihn tube, washed with water at 


40 to 50 degrees, then with alcohol and 


ether successively, dried in vacuo and 
weighed.—Arch. Pharm. 
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THE SALE OF CARBOLIC ACID 
By Jas. G. Munson 


Almost two months have passed 
since the new carbolic acid law went 
into effect. Druggists have met with 
the approval of the people in regard to 
the sale of 10 per cent solution of 
phenol hydrate. It was at first thought 
that by refusing the demands for the 
95 per cent product the public would 
be dissatisfied and would raise a howl, 


and that it would be felt to be a hard- 


ship by many who had used carbolic 
acid as a disinfectant and antiseptic. 
The main objection to selling the acid 
is due to the fact that too many people 
had used it for suicidal purposes. Now 
since the pure acid may be purchased in 
pound lots, a hardship will not be 


worked on the farmers and others be- 


cause they can buy,a pound for 
seventy-five cents, at which price it 
can be sold at a good profit. Moreover, 
if some people wish to buy small 
quantities to be used as a disinfectant 
and antiseptic and refuse to take the 


10 per cent solution, then the best 


article to sell is lig. cresolis comp. of 
the U. S. P., which is no doubt better 
than carbolic acid for these purposes. 

The official label for the Io per cent 
solution is in keeping with the law, 
but it may be amended so that it will 
inform the people that a ten per cent 
solution of phenol hydrate in ten per 
cent of ethyl hydrate, ten per cent of 
glycerin and seventy per cent of water 
may be used to the best advantage for 
antiseptic, disinfectant and medicinal 
uses. 

Note.—We shall be glad to receive 
suggestions for the best label to be 
used in California. The purposes and 
methods of using, as well as the anti- 
dote as required by our law should be 
stated.

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MICRO-CHEMICAL TEST FOR BER- 
BERINE IN PLANT TISSUES 


Soak the sections (on the slide) in 
water for a few minutes. Add a drop 
of ten per cent caustic soda, followed 
by several drops of acetone; warm 
cautiously. In one-half hour the glit- 
tering single or aggregated crystals of 
acetone-berberine will appear, provided 
berberine is present. We have not 
had time or opportunity to apply this 
test, but Bauer, the originator, speaks — 


of it as being very reliable. Because 


of its simplicity it is well worthy of 
a trial. Acetone in itself is an excel- 
lent solvent and clearing solution in 
microscopical work.

A Few Choice Formulas for Frozen — 

Relishes 

By A. L. Rich 

Lolly-Pops are made preferably in a 
stem champagne glass. Take first a 
small dish of orange or pineapple ice, 
or other ice that is on hand, then the 
same size dish of vanilla ice cream. 
Pour about one ounce crushed rasp- 
berry syrup over the cream, putting a 
cherry on top and one on each side of 
the cream, and half of a walnut, sprink- 
ling a small spoonful of fine-ground 
nuts around the edge of the glass. 
Avoid filling the glass too full, so as 
not to run over the sides. The above 
formula can be used in all flavors, by 
changing the cream and ice to make 

any Lolly-Pop desired. 


Cantaloupe Sundae. This much- 


abused sundae, I find best prepared as 


follows: | 
Have your melons cold, then cut in 


half the round way, loosening with a _ 
spoon the mealy part from the rind, 
that is, not entirely loose, but just | 


enough so that the customer can easily 
get it loose with a spoon; besides, this 
permits the syrup to permeate the 
melon thoroughly. When not other- 
wise desired, use maple syrup, about 
one-half ounce, adding a small dish 


of ice cream, topping off with a straw- 


berry, if in season, or a red cherry. 
Ground nuts and whipped cream 
should not be used, as they destroy the 
delicious flavor of the melon. 

Grape Fruit, a la Espafiol. Select a 
_ grape fruit about medium size, cutting 
it in half the round way. Then remove 
the center core carefully; loosen the 
pulp of the fruit from the rind with a 
small, sharp-pointed knife, leaving the 
pulp in the shell and sprinkling some 
eranulated sugar over it. Add about a 
tablespoonful of sherry wine and a tea- 
spoonful of Maraschino cordial. Put 


ared cherry in the center, and serve in , 


fine crushed ice in a grape-fruit glass. 

Grape Fruit Hawaiian. Take one- 
half of a grape fruit, cutting it the 
round way. Remove the core carefully, 
and separate the pulp from rind with a 
sharp knife. Then chop the pulp with 


equal parts of a pineapple, adding a lit- 


tle granulated sugar to suit taste. Re- 
place the matter in the rind, and serve 
with a cherry in the center, and fine 
crushed ice in a grape-fruit glass. 

For a Hot-Day Special, the following 
will make a hit: Alpine Shrub. Into a 
mixing glass put about two ounces of 


heavy crushed pineapple syrup, add a 


lump of ice cream about the size of a 


walnut and a tablespoonful of sweet 


cream. Mix thoroughly, after which 
transfer to your serving glass, filling 
same two-thirds full of carbonated 
water, using coarse stream only. Mix 
well with spoon, then add a small dish 
of pineapple sherbet, and bring to a 
nice top with fine stream; top off with 
pink sugar. Serve with two straws and 
spoon. 

For a Thirst-Quencher, a Tri-Color 
Punch will be found a winner. Into a 
ten-ounce goblet, put a small lump of 
ice, over which pour one-half ounce of 
orange syrup. Then in a mixing-glass 
make a seltzer limeade from fresh 
limes.: Pour this right on top of the 
orange syrup in the goblet, care being ~ 
taken not to get them mixed. Fill the 
goblet within half an inch of the top. 
Then on top of this add a little claret 
wine or diluted grape juice, care being 
taken not to mix with the limeade. 
Add sliced orange and cherry, serve 
with straws on side. |

into force April lst. It forbids the sale of 
any patent medicine containing cocaine or 
any of its salts, or enough alcohol to make 
the article appetizing as a beverage. 
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_ THE CASCARA SUPPLY 

The Pacific Cascara Company, bet- 
ter known in the local bark trade as the 
“Cascara Trust,” has gone out of busi- 
ness. Internal dissensions in the com- 
pany are said to have caused the 
trouble. 

The Pacific Cascara Company was 
organized last year by half a dozen 
Oregon and Washington dealers in 
this bark for the avowed purpose of 
handling cascara on a large scale. 
Merchants outside the combination de- 


«lared its purpose was to keep down 


the production of the commodity, so 
that the members, all of whom were 
carrying large stocks, could dispose of 
their holdings at a profit. The weak 
point in the scheme, however, was the 
fact that the company could exercise 
no control over the small independent 
bark dealers in the Northwest, and 
these independents were enabled to dic- 
tate the price at which the cascara was 
bought, and at the same time the East- 
ern demand, while the big company 


was keeping its stock off the market. 


Some of the members of the com- 
pany, it is said, finding they had to pay 
good prices for new bark and being 
restricted by the rules of the concern 
from disposing of their supplies as they 
wanted to, undertook to conduct sell- 
ing operations on a private scale. This 
led to a disruption of the whole scheme 
and at a meeting recently it was de- 
cided to disband the company and go 
out of business, which was done. 

Peeling is under way now in the 
Coast districts, and a considerable 
quantity of new bark is finding its way 
to market, for which buyers are paying 
five cents a pound. The total peel will 
probably be of the average size. The

STRANGE OPERATIONS IN SANITOL 
STOCK 
The Pharmaceutical Era has been 


publishing accounts of the affairs of 
the Sanitol Company and its manage- 
ment that appear to be, to say the least, 
very irregular. In order to interest 
druggists and dentists. in the prepara- 
tion and thereby increase sales, a cer- 
tain amount of the capital stock of the 


- concern was sold to persons engaged in 


dentistry and pharmacy, and these 
stockholders seem to have got the 
worst end of the bargain. Subse- 
quently large blocks of capital stock 


were sold, the goodwill capitalized at 


an enormous figure, about $1,000,000, 
and the salary of the president raised 
first to $25,000 and afterwards to $50,- 


000 a year, though, under legal advice, | 


shortly afterwards reduced again to 
$25,000. Injunction proceedings by the - 
minority stockholders have put a stop 


to some of these high handed proceed- 


ings, and it is probable that the matter 
will be settled in the courts before 
long. In these days of high finance 


we are accustomed to inflated values 


and “get rich quick” operations. It is 
not often that a scheme of this kind 
comes so near to druggists as this one, 
for the drug trade is generally of such 
small proportions there is no room for 
large operations. But there is good 
money in a well exploited proprietary 
preparation.

Dr. J. M. Edwards in Critic and Guide. 
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Book Revises 


Squire’s Companion to the Latest Edition 
of the British Pharmacopeeia, comparing 


the strength of its various preparations 
with those of the United States and 
other Foreign Pharmacopceias, to which 
are added Not Official Preparations, and 
Practical Hints on Prescribing, by Peter 
Wyatt Squire; Eighteenth Edition. 
London, J. & A. Churchill, 1908. 

Our recollection of the first edition of 
this work is of a volume of a little over 200 
pages. It has grown as each succeeding 
edition appeared, until this, the eighteenth, 
has 1,459 pages. It is closely printed, and 


contains a vast fund of information, but, 


owing to the admirable system of headings 
and subheadings, and the variations in type, 
this information is laid before the reader in 
a spectacular or illustrative form, so that if 


he is in a hurry, he can get the facts he 
wants without having to hunt for them. 


For instance, the matter concerning ergot is 
presented thus: (1) official name; (2) Eng- 
lish name; (3) Synonyms in French, Span- 
ish, German and Italian, and (4) description. 
‘Four different styles of type set these items 
before the eye so that any one of them is 
quickly found. Then come (1) medicinal 
properties; (2) dose; (3) prescribing notes; 
(4) incompatibles; (5) official preparation; 
(6) not official; (7) foreign pharmacopceias, 
and (8) descriptive notes, all under separate 
headings and separate paragraphs. The ar- 
ticle “Prescribing Notes” is often of -great 
value, both to physician and pharmacist. 
We quote from that subheading: 


“The unpleasant taste of the preparations of ergot 
' is improved by tincture of orange and chloroform 
water, or better by tincture of orange and cinnamon 
water. The infusion and hypodermic injection should 
be made fresh as required. When the extract is 
ordered in pills, powdered licorice root added q. s. 
makes a good pill. 

“‘The prescriber has three fluid extracts to choose 
from: (1) B. P., which is exhausted by cold water; 
(2) U. S. P. by diluted alcohol mixed with acetic 
acid; (3) liquor ergote ammoniatus (not official) 
by ammoniated diluted alcohol. The official tinctura 
— ammoniata is similar to the last, but much 

weaker. 

“It is often dinteed to give iron with ergot, which 
produces an unsightly ink-like mixture and’ a pre- 
cipitate. This can be avoided by adding 6 grains of 


citric acid to 1 fl. drm. of tincture of perchloride of 
iron. 


It will readily be seen that any desired 
fact may quickly be found in a work thus 
arranged, e. g., the solubility of a substance 
in different solvents, its behavior under cer- 
tain conditions, dose, etc. 

In the matter of drug standardization 
there are comparisons between the British, 
United States and German pharmacopceias. 
These are given at considerable length, and 


the author’s ripe experience is given in 


many cases with them. While this book is 
written mainly for British pharmacists, it 


is of great value to American druggists, who. 


will find it a unique work of reference. 

Typography and paper, as in all of 
Churchill’s publications, excellent. It is a 
pleasure’ to peruse them. 


Eradicating Plague from San Francisco. 
Report of the Citizens’ Health Com- 
mittee and an Account of Its Work. 
313 octavo pages, with illustrations, by 
Frank M. Todd. San Francisco, March 
31, 1909. 

As the title indicates, this is a record at 
the San Francisco plague of 1907 and 1908. 
It is a most interesting document, and now 
that the danger is past, some things in it 
strike us as amusing. 

The author mentions very briefly the 
San Francisco epidemics, the plague, the 
Bacillus pestis, ancient epidemics of a 
plague-like nature, the part played by the 
rat and flea in plague epidemics, etc. This 
is followed by a fuller discussion of the 
conditions in and about San Francisco in 
relationship to plague dissemination. 

The greater portion of the work is de- 
voted to the presentation of the rat cam- 
paign, perhaps the most gigantic of its kind 
in the history of man. The cost was enor- 
mous, but the work was satisfactorily ac- 
complished. At this writing there is no 
plague in and about San Francisco, either in 
the human species or in rats. In this com- 
paign some 2,000,000 rats were destroyed. 

There are those who ridicule and minim- 
ize the work of those who made a plague- 
free San Francisco. These should study 


this report carefully. It will do them good. 


The work includes announcements of anti- 
plague meetings, health bulletins, papers on 
plague topics by Dr. Rupert Blue, Dr. W. C. 
Rucker and others. We regret that an 
index is omitted.—A. S.

Council. However, the physician is told 
that the acceptance of an article is no rec- 
ommendation of it. 

An effort has been made to group sub- 
stances having similar origin and properties. 
This permits the reader to. quickly familiar- 
ize himself with the apparently desirable 
substances of each group. A number of 
non-proprietary preparations not found in 
the Pharmacopoeia have been added. The 
preparations have, apparently, been care- 
fully described, at least fully enough to be 
of great assistance alike to the physician 
and pharmacist. 

Over 200 remedies are déscribed. These, 
together with the Pharmacopceia, should 
afford even the most critical all that he 
could for the present, at least, expect. 

The rules of the Council on Pharmacy and 


. Chemistry are set forth in the first pages of 


the book. They are plain and not unrea- 


sonable. The Council has been and is doing — 


a vast amount of good work in trying to 
place materia medica on a decent, honest, 
scientific basis. a 

The book is a neat little volume, worth 
several times its price and should be in the 
hands of every progressive physician and 
pharmacist.

The Iron Age, in a strong article 


upon the parcels post scheme of the

transporting merchandise. 

“That a large expenditure would be re- 
quired to furnish the rural carriers with the 
necessary outfit and conveniences for the 
carrying of merchandise on their routes. 
“That it would be impracticable to limit 
the service as proposed to merchandise 
Originating at the offices from which the 
rural routes start. | | 

“That there is great danger that there 
would be a gradual enlargement of the 
service so that a parcels post on the rural 
routes would be an entering wedge, and 
prepare the way for a general merchandise 
post.

“That the proposed service is not desired 
by the retail merchants of the country, who 
regard it as dangerous, and diminishing in- 
stead of increasing their present facilities.”

- phosphate, while the government claims 
that those cabalistic signs mean calcium 


acid phosphate, an article used in the manu- 
facture of baking powder. | 

Under the pure food law the company 
claims it is not required to name in full the 
contents of any package which is permitted 
for use in the manufacture’of pure foods. 

The matter is under advisement by the 
court, pending an analysis of the material. 


Advance in Glycerin 


We note the large advance in the price 
of glycerin, owing to the scarcity of the 
crude article. It is a great many years since 
glycerin was selling for as high a figure as 
it is at the present time. 
the crude article has been caused by the 
late depression which we have gone 
through. A great deal of the crude material 
comes from the soap manufacturers in 


Europe, and inasmuch as they have not

Note—We publish the following con- 
densed summary of Food Inspection De- 
cisions and Notices of Judgments because 
they show the danger of violating the law, 
and thereby suggest means of avoiding this 
unpleasant and often costly act. 


F. I. D. 103—The Labeling of Turpentine 

The Department has received a number 
of letters with reference to the proper 
labeling of the product generally known as 
“wood turpentine,” etc., obtained by steam 
distilling or destructively distilling woods. 


Food Inspection Decision 58 recognizes 


that— 


Products used in the arts and for tech-. 


nical purposes are not subject to the Food 
and Drugs Act * * * when plainly 
marked so as to indicate that they are not 
to be employed for food or medicinal pur- 
poses. | 
It is held, therefore, that when wood tur- 
pentine is labeled “Not for Medicinal Use,” 
it is not subject to the food and drugs act. 
When not so labeled it is in violation of 
section 7 of the food and drugs act unless 
labeled “wood” or “stump” 
Articles labeled “turpentine,” “spirits of 
turpentine,” or “gum turpentine,” etc., must 
comply with pharmacopceial requirements; 
that is, they must be light oils of certain 
properties made by distilling the oleoresin 
of various species of Pinus. The word 
“wood” or “stump” should be in the same 
type and on the same background as the 
word “turpentine,” thus being given equal 
prominence. : 
F. I; D. 104—Amendment to Food Inspec- 
tion Decisions No. 76 and No. 89, Re- 
lating to the Use in Foods of Benzoate 
of Soda 

The Referee Board of Consulting Scien- 
- tific Experts, composed of Dr. Ira Remsen, 
Dr. Russell H. Chittenden, Dr. John H. 
Long, Dr. Alonzo E. Taylor, and Dr. C. A. 
Herter, have reported upon the use of ben- 
zoate of soda in foods. The Board reports, 
as a result of three extensive and exhaustive 
investigations, that benzoate of soda mixed 
with food is not deleterious or poisonous 
and is not injurious to health. 

It having been determined that benzoate 
of soda mixed with food is not deleterious 
Or poisonous and is not injurious to health, 
no objection will be raised: under the Food 


turpentine. 


and Drugs Act to the use in food of ben- 
zoate of soda, provided that each container 
or package of such food is plainly labeled 
to show the presence and amount of ben- 
zoate of soda. 

Food Inspection Decisions 76 and 89 are 
amended accordingly. 


F. I. D. 105—The Labeling of Canned 
Salmon and White Fish 

The Department is informed by the 

Bureau of Fisheries that the species of 

salmon in the United States are as follows: 


Oncorhynchus nerka. Sockeye or 
sockey salmon, blueback salmon, red sal- 
mon, redfish, or nerka salmon. 


2. Oncorhynchus tschawytscha. Chinook 
salmon, king salmon, quinnat salmon, tyee 


salmon, or spring salmon. 


3. Oncorhynchus gorbuscha. Humpback 
salmon, pink salmon, or gorbuscha salmon. 

4. Oncorhynchus kitsutch. Coho salmon, 
silver salmon, or medium red. 

5. Oncorhynchus keta. Calico salmon, 
keta salmon, dog salmon, or chum salmon. 

6. Salmo gairdneri. Steelhead salmon, 
steelhead, hard head, winter salmon, salmon 
trout, or square-tailed trout. 

7. Salmo salar. Atlantic salmon. 

Two additional species of landlocked 
salmon exist in certain New England and 
Canadian lakes. Neither of these nor the 
Atlantic salmon is ever canned. Consider- 
ing this fact, and the further fact that many 
packers put up humpback and dog salmon 
under fancy names and thus sell them to 
consumers who may believe them to be of 
superior varieties, it is held that canned 
‘salmon should be labeled with one of the 
common names mentioned above as be- 
longing to the species of fish canned. 

A similar question has frequently been 
raised regarding whitefish. In harmony 
with the opinion of the Bureau of Fisheries, 
the Board holds that the term “whitefish” 
should be applied only to the common 
whitefishes, Coregonus albus and Coregonus 
clupeiformis, unless prefaced by the name 
of the particular species of whitefish em- 
ployed. The fishes commonly known to 
fishermen and the trade as “lake herring” 
and “cisco” should be so called, with or 
without qualifying names, but should not 
be designated “whitefish.”

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N. tgs 26—Misbranding of Canned Black- 
berries (Underweight) 


The facts in the case are as follows: 

On July 29, 1908, an inspector of the De- 
partment of Agriculture collected from a 
consignment of canned blackberries in the 
custody of the Ridenour-Baker Mercantile 
Company, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, six 
cans which were contained in a shipping 
case bearing the label “Lindale Brand, 2 
lb. Blackberries, Packed by J. S. Ogburn 


& Company, Lindale, Texas.” The samples. 


were a part of a consignment of 800 cases 
shipped to the Ridenour-Baker Mercantile 
Company by J. S. Ogburn &. Co., Lindale, 
Texas, on June 15, 1908, and seized on July 
28, 1908, by the United States marshal 
under proceedings for forfeiture and con- 
demnation. 

As the average gross weight of each can 
was found to be less than 1 pound 8 ounces, 
and the claim was made on the label that 


each can weighed 2 pounds, the goods were 


misbranded. The United States attorney 


for the western district of Oklahoma filed 


an information against J. W. Ogburn for 


the aforesaid offense, and the court — 


a fine of $100. 
Washington, D. C., November 2, 1908. 


N. J. 27—Misbranding of Canned Black- 
berries (Underweight) : 


The facts in the case are as follows: 

On or about July 24, 1908, an inspector of 
the Department of Agriculture found in the 
possession of the Ridenour-Baker Mercan- 
tile Company of Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, 
800 cases, each containing 24 cans of black- 
berries, labeled “Lindale Brand, 2 lb. Black- 
berries, Packed by J. S. Ogburn & Com- 
pany, Lindale, Texas.” No statement of 
weight appeared on any of the cans. A 
number of the cans were weighed and the 


gross weight varied from 1 pound 5 ounces 


to 1 pound 13 ounces, 

On July 25, 1908, the facts were reported 
by the Secretary of Agriculture to the 
United States attorney for the western dis- 


trict of Oklahoma, and libel for seizure and 


condemnation was duly filed and a decree 
of forfeiture was rendered in the United 
States District Court for the western dis- 
trict of Oklahoma.

N. J. 28—Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Pepper 
The facts in the case were as follows: 


On November 15, 1907, an inspector of 
the Department of Agriculture purchased 


from Clyde, Cahoon & Co., Plymouth, N. C., 


samples of a product ‘labeled as follows: 
“Kitchen Queen Black Pepper, Guaranteed 
under the Pure Food and Drugs Act, June 
30, 1906, by Interstate Chemical Company, 
Baltimore, Md. Serial No. 453.” The 
samples were subjected to analysis in the 
Bureau of Chemistry. 

It was evident that the product was both 
adulterated and misbranded, adulterated 
because it purported to be a black pepper, 
when, in fact, some other substance, a sub- 
stance of a leguminous nature, had been 
mixed and packed with the product so as 


to reduce or lower or injuriously affect its 


quality or strength, and because a substance 


of leguminous nature had been substituted 
in part for the article. It was misbranded 


for the reason that it was labeled “Black 

Pepper,’ whereas it consisted of a mixture 

of black pepper with another substance. 
The Secretary ‘of Agriculture, on April 4, 


1908, afforded the Interstate Chemical Com- 
pany a hearing. At this hearing it failed 
to show any fault or error in the aforesaid 


analysis, but submitted evidence establish- 
ing that it purchased the pepper by the 


barrel from the manufacturers in New York | | 


City and claimed that in transferring the 
product from the original package in which 
it was received to another container the 
character and quality of the article were not 
in any way changed. The facts were, how- 
ever, duly reported to the Attorney-General 
and the case referred to the United States 
attorney for the district of Maryland, who 
filed an information against the said com- 
pany and the court imposed a fine of $25.

N. Misbranding of a Drug Product 


(Liquid Sulphur) 
The facts in the case were as follows: 
On November 22, 1907, an inspector of 
the Department of Agriculture purchased 
from the Washington Wholesale Drug Ex- 
change, Washington, D. C., samples of a 
product labeled as follows: 
Hancock’s Liquid Sulphur 
Hancock Liquid Sulphur Company, Balti- 
more, Md. 
On the label of the carton containing the 


‘preparation there was printed among other 
things: 


Nature’s Greatest Germicide 
Permanently cures the most stubborn cases 
of Blood and Skin disorder, An absolute 
disinfectant. Purifies the Blood by absorp- 
tion, and removes all unhealthy secretions 
from the body. Renders the skin soft and 
white. Quickly relieves the irritation 
caused by semi-poisonous insects. 
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A Perfect Sulphur Spring 
in the Retirement of Your Home 

The great cure for Eczema, Acne, Itch, 
Herpes, Ringworm, Pimples, Prickly Heat, 
Diphtheria, Catarrh, Canker, Sore Mouth 
and Throat, Granulated Eyelids, Ulcerated 
Conditions, Cuts, Burns and Scalds. All 
diseases of the Scalp. 

One of the samples was subjected to 
analysis in the Bureau of Chemistry of the 
Department of Agriculture and the result 
obtained showed that it consisted of an 
aqueous solution of commercial calcium 
sulphid. 

The statements appearing on the label of 
the product, representing that it was a 
preparation containing some unknown pecu- 


liar liquid sulphur; was “Nature’s Greatest © 


Germicide”; “A Perfect Sulphur Spring in 
the Retirement of Your Home’; “The 
Great Cure for * * * Diphtheria * * *,” 


etc., were false, misleading, and deceptive 


in the following particulars: The product 


was not a natural germicide because it was 
an artificial product, and furthermore could 
not even be classed among the “Greatest 
Germicides.” It was not an “Absolute Dis- 
infectant.” It was not a “Perfect Sulphur 


Spring in the Retirement of Your Home,” 


and it was not “The Great Cure for * * * 
Dipntheria * * *,” 

The Secretary of Agriculture having duly 
afforded the manufacturer and the dealer 


an opportunity to show any fault or error 


in the findings of the analyst, and they hav- 
ing failed to do so, the facts were reported 
to the Attorney-General and case referred 
to the United States attorney for the dis- 
trict of Maryland, who filed an information 
against the said defendant, and a fine of 
$100 was imposed.

N. J. 30—Misbranding of a Drug Product 
(Concentrated Oil of Pine Compound) 
The facts in the case were as follows: 

On November 22, 1907, an inspector of 
the Department of Agriculture purchased 


from the Washington Wholesale Drug Ex- 


change, Washington, D. C., samples of a 
product labeled as follows: “‘Concentrated 
Oil of Pine Compound. The Globe Phar- 
maceutical Company, Dayton, Ohio.” 

One of the samples was subjected to 
analysis in the Bureau of Chemistry of the 
Department of Agriculture, and the result 
obtained showed that it consisted of a mix- 
ture of fixed oil, a resinous substance and a 
small amount of volatile oil obtained by 
steam distillation resembling turpentine. 

It was evident that the product was mis- 
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branded for the reason that the composition 
did not in any way warrant the use of the 
name “Concentrated Oil of Pine Com- 
pound,” and the statement that it was such 
was false, misleading and deceptive.. 
The Secretary of Agriculture having duly 
afforded the manufacturers an opportunity 
to show any fault or error in the findings 
of the analyst and they having failed to do 
so, the facts were reported to the Attorney- 
General and the case referred to the United 
States attorney for the southern district of 
Ohio, who filed an information against the 
said defendants. A fine of $5 and costs was 
imposed. 

Washington, ID. C., November 28, 1908. 
N. J. 31—Adulteration and Misbranding of 

Buckwheat Flour | 

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On December 18, 1907, an inspector of 
the Department of Agriculture purchased 
from Henry M. Lodge, Wilmington, Del., 
samples of a product labeled as follows: 
“Rolan Self Yeasted Mountain Buckwheat. 
One Pound. C. Read & Co., Baltimore, 
Md.” A sample was subjected to analysis 
in the Bureau of Chemistry and the results 


Showed that the product consisted of a 


mixture of buckwheat and maize. 

In “Standards of Purity for Food Prod- 
ucts,’ established under authority of the 
act of March 3, 1903, and published as Cir- 
cular 19, Office of the Secretary, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, buckwheat flour 
is defined as follows: | 

Buckwheat flour is bolted buckwheat 
meal and contains not more than twelve 
(12) per cent of moisture, not less than one 
and twenty-eight hundredths (1.28) per 
cent of nitrogen, and not more than one and 
seventy-five hundredths (1.75) per cent of 
ash. 

It was evident that the product was both 
adulterated and misbranded; adulterated 
because it purported to be a buckwheat . 
flour when, in fact, another’ substance, 
maize, had been mixed with it and substi- 
tuted in part for the article. It was mis- 
branded for the reason that it was labeled 
“Buckwheat,” whereas it consisted of a 
mixture of buckwheat and maize. 
~ Washington, D. C., November 28, 1908. 
N. J. 32—Misbranding of a Drug Product 

(Blackburn’s Cascara, Wild Lemon, 
Castor Oil Pills, Compound) 

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On January 7, 1908, an inspector of the 
Department of Agriculture purchased from 


the Michigan Drug Company (Williams, 


Davis, Brooks & Hirschman Sons), De- 
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troit, Mich., samples of a product labeled 
“Blackburn’s Cascara, Wild Lemon, Castor 
Oil Pills, Compound. Prepared only for 
the Victory Remedy Company, Dayton, 
OQ.” which were received by it directly from 
the manufacturer, the Victory Remedy 
Company, Dayton, Ohio. One of the sam- 
ples was subjected to analysis in the Bureau 
of Chemistry, Department of Agriculture. 
The results of the analysis showed the 
preparation to contain calcium sulphid, 
capsicum, atropin (introduced, probably, in 


the form of belladonna extract), and at 


most, if any, a trace of castor oil; and that 
the ingredients and quantity of castor oil 
did not in any way justify the use of the 
name “castor oil,” and that castor oil is not 
the most active ingredient of the prepara- 


tion and that the cathartic, curative, or 


therapeutic effects of castor oil are almost 
wholly absent from the compound. 

The Secretary of Agriculture, having 
afforded the manufacturers an opportunity 
on April 7, 1908, to show any fault or error 


in the findings of the analyst, and they 


having failed to do so, the facts were re- 


ported to the Attorney-General and the 


case referred to the United States attorney 
for the southern district of Ohio. Fine of 
$10 and costs. 
Washington, D. C., November 30, 1908. 
N. J. 33—Misbranding of Maple Syrup 
The facts in the case were as follows: 
On or about September 12, 1908, an in- 
spector of the Department of. Agriculture 
located in the possession of the Shields, 
Morley Grocery Company and O. E. 
Hemenway at Colorado Springs, Colo., 400 
cases and 100 fiye-gallon cans, more or less, 
of syrup, which goods were shipped to 
them by the Scudder Syrup Company of 
Chicago, Ill. . The said cases and five- 
gallon cans were marked and branded 
“Scudder’s Full Measure Absolutely Pure 
Canada Sap Maple and Pure Sugar Cane 
Syrup.” The following results of an analy- 
sis made in the Bureau of Chemistry of the 
Department of Agriculture of a sample of 
the syrup taken from the consignment 
seized showed that the amount of sugar- 
cane syrup contained in the product was 
greatly in excess of the amount of maple 


syrup.

“Tepee Apples. Packed by C. H. Godfrey 
& Son, Watervliet and Benton Harbor, 
Michigan,” and 242 cases of canned black- 


berries, each can being labeled “Tepee First 


Quality Blackberries. Packed by C. H. 
Godfrey & Son, Watervliet and Benton Har- 
bor, Michigan.” The fruit had been shipped 
to Ridenour-Baker Company by C. H. God- 
frey & Son, from Springdale, Arkansas, dur- 
ing the month of September, 1907. The in- 
spector having procured evidence showing 
that the fruits involved in this case were 
grown and packed in Arkansas, it was ap- 
parent that they were misbranded under 
section 8 of the Food and Drugs Act, and in 
consequence thereof, on January 24, 1908, 
the Secretary of Agriculture reported the 
facts to. the United States attorney for the 
western district of Missouri, who duly filed 
a libel for seizure and condemnation of the 
goods under section 10 of the act.

One of the samples was 
forthwith analyzed in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry of said Department and the following 
results were obtained and stated:

The standard for milk as defined in 
“Standards of Purity for Food Products,” 


Circular No. 19, Office of the Secretary, 


United States Department of Agriculture, 
published under authority of the act of 
March 3, 1903, and as recognized by the 
larger body of reputable producers, .is as 
follows: | 

Milk is the fresh, clean, lacteal secretion 
obtained by the complete milking of one or 
more healthy cows, properly fed and kept, 
excluding that obtained within fifteen days 
before and ten days after calving, and con- 
tains not less than eight and one-half (8.5) 
per cent of solids not fat, and not less than 
three and one-quarter (3.25) per cent of 
milk fat. 

It seemed, therefore, that the sample in 
question was adulterated within the meaning 
of section 7 of the Food and Drugs Act of 
June 30, 1906, in that it appeared to con- 


tain an excessive amount of water, thereby 


reducing its quality and strength. On 
December 28, 1907, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture accorded the said Griebler a hear: 
ing, but as there was nothing disclosed 
at the hearing tending to show any fault or 
error in the analysis of the Department, 
the Secretary, on April 30, 1908, reported 
the facts to the Attorney-General. These 
facts were duly referred to the United States 
attorney for the eastern district of Illinois, 
who filed an information against the said 
Griebler, who was discharged from custody 
on a jury verdict of not guilty.

N. J. 38—Misbranding of Canned Corn 

(Underweight) 

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On or about September 19, 1908, an in- 
spector of the Department of Agriculture 
located in the possession of the Fred J. 
Kiesel Company, a corporation, Ogden 
Utah, 960 cases, each containing 24 cans of 
corn, which were a part of 1,240 cases con- 
signed to it by the Audubon Canning Com- 
pany of Audubon, Iowa, and received by it 
on or about the 15th day of August, 1908. 
The said 960 cases of corn were marked 
and branded “2 Doz. 2 lbs. Sweet Corn, Au- 
dubon Canning Co., Audubon, Iowa.” An 
examination of a number of the cans of corn 
made by the inspector showed the combined 
weight of can and contents to be not over 
24 ounces avoirdupois. On September 22, 
1908, the facts were reported by the Secre- 
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tary of Agriculture to the United States at- 
torney for the district of Utah and libel for 
seizure and condemnation was duly. filed. 
Washington, D. C., February 11, 1909. 
N. J. 39—Misbranding of Corn and Beans 
(Underweight) 
The facts in the case were as follows: 
On or about June 19, 1908, an inspector 


of the Department of Agriculture found in - 


the possession of the Interstate Grocery 


Company at Joplin, Mo., 100 cases of corn. 
and 788 cases of beans, which had been - 


consigned to it by the Bloomington Canning 
Company of Bloomington, IIl., arriving in 
part at destination on the 28th day of 
March, 1908, and in part on the 8th day of 
May, 1908. The 100 cases of corn, each of 


which contained two dozen cans, were 
marked and branded “2 dozen, 3-pound 


Birthday Brand, Extra Quality Hulled 
Corn.” The 788 cases of beans, each of 


which contained two dozen cans, were 
marked and branded “2 dozen, 2-pound, 
Birthday Brand Extra Quality, Red Kidney | 


Beans.” An examination of a number of 
the cans of corn made by the inspector 
showed that the actual gross weight of the 
cans ranged from 38 to 40 ounces. An ex- 


amination of a number of the cans of beans 


showed that the average gross weight of the 
cans was 25 ounces. | 

It was evident, therefore, that the goods 
were misbranded, in violation of section 8 
of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, 
and on June 22, 1908, the facts were re- 
ported. by the Secretary of Agriculture to 
the Attorney-General, who referred them 
to the United States attorney for the west- 
ern district of Missouri. Libel for seizure 
and condemnation, under section 10 of the 
act, was duly filed in the district court of 
the United States for said district. 

N. J. 40—Misbranding of Canned Corn 

(As to Presence of Saccharin) | 

The facts in this case were as follows: 

On August 13, 1908, an inspector of the 
Department of Agriculture found 850 cases 
of canned corn in the possession of the fol- 
lowing-named companies at Memphis, 
Tenn.: Chism-Thompson Co., 400 cases; 
Oliver-Finnie Co., 300 cases; W. C. Early 
Co., 150 cases. Each case contained a num- 
ber of cans of corn which were branded 


“Oriole Brand Sugar Corn, Packed with 


Heyden Sugar, by Smith-Yingling Co., 
Westminster, Md.,” and which had been 
shipped by the Smith-Yingling Co. to the 
companies above mentioned. 

A sample of the corn was analyzed by the 
Bureau of Chemistry and it was found that 


a sweet substance known as saccharin had 
been substituted wholly for sugar. Saccha- 
rin is not a sugar and the use of the phrase 


“Packed with Heyden Sugar” was, there- 
. fore, false and misleading. On August 13, 


1908, the facts were reported by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to the United States 
attorney for the western district of Tennes- 
see. Libel for seizure and condemnation, 
under section 10 of the act, was duly filed 
in the court aforesaid. 
N. J. 41—Adulteration of Water (Great 
Bear Spring) 
The facts in the case were as follows: 
On September 26, 1908, an inspector of 
the Department of Agriculture purchased 
from the Great Bear Spring Company, 
Wiashington, D. C., samples of a water la- 
beled “Great Bear Spring Water,’ which 
were promptly subjected to analysis in the 
Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agri- 
culture. The results of the analysis showed 


that the water contained the colon group of 


organisms which indicated that there was a 
contamination rendering the water unfit for 
human consumption. The conclusions of 
the analysts were confirmed by an irspec- 
tion of the bottling plant and of , the 
methods employed there, which disclosed | 
that the contamination probably was due to 
unsanitary surroundings and_ uncleanly 
methods of handling at the time the water 
involved in this case was bottled. : 
Washington; D. C., February 26, 1909. 
N. J. 42—Misbranding of Butter (Renovated: 
Butter) 
The facts in the case were as follows: 
On June 20 and 22, 1907, an inspector of 
the Department of Agriculture purchased 


from Corinne H. Redman, proprietor of the 


Elgin Creamery Company, 220 Ninth street,,. 
N. W., Washington, D. C., samples of a. 
quantity of butter exposed for sale at the- 
store of said company, and advertised on a. 
blackboard at the door as “Elgin Creamery 
Co., 4 pounds Best Elgin Butter only $1.00: 
today only,’ and also represented by the 
dealer to be the very best creamery butter.. 
The samples were duly analyzed in the Bu-. 
reau of Chemistry of said Department and’ 
found to be renovated butter. On July 12,. 
1907, the Secretary of Agriculture accorded. 
the Elgin Creamery Company a hearing,,. 
and as no evidence was introduced by the: 
dealer to show any fault or error in the de- 
termination of the analysts of the Depart- | 
ment the facts were duly reported to the . 
Attorney-General and by him to the United 
States attorney for the District of Columbia, 
who filed an information.
